The irish Pecretary.

Loxpox, August 11.—Balfour, Chief 
Secretary of Ireland, in a speech de- 
livered at Plymouth yesterday, out- 
lined his ideas of Irish local govern- 
ment. Many members of the Con- 
servative party disliked the proposal, 
but he argued there were two reasons 
why local government should not be 
withheld from Ireland. First, a sent- 
imental one, because it had already 
been given by England, and, second, 
because local government has been re- 
peatedly promised Ireland. 

Balfour said it would be madness to 
allow the councils to administer the 
funds of any class not represented in 
these bodies. Such permission would 
and oppression. 

The police question, Balfour con- 
tinued, caused alarm, but he would 
never consent to the decentralization 
of the force by handing over to the 
local police either to councils or to 
councils in association with the Grand 
Jury. He further believed there 
would be no serious attempt by the 
counties to secure control of so costly 
aforce. He was compelled to admit 
he feared the first result of the change 
would be to oust the landlords from 
their share in the government, even 
though they guarded the councils by 
some form of minority representation. 
This is to be deplored, but he trusted 
and believed these gentlemen, if they 
remained, would be largely recognized 
and elected as the best men to carry 
on the country business, and thus 
reconcile the classes which have been 
too much and too long separated.

A COMPLEX CREATURE. 


Some of the Remarkable Traits of the 
Starfish. 


oyster may be likened to an assault by 
organized conspirators, inasmuch as 
each of these five-fingered animals is 
composed of five distinct individuals,” 
said a scientist to a Washington Star 
man. Each of the starfish’s five arms 
bas its own mind, nervous system and 
thoughts, such as they are, and all five 
nerve systems simply meet in the cen- 
ter where the arms are joined. Thus it 
may be said that the ment u guidance 
of this complex creature and the man- 
agement of its affairs are intrusted to a 
board of five members, who have com- 


23 munication with each other, but act 


without the intermediation of a pre- 
siding officer. Now, is it not wonder- 
ful that such a quintet should be able 
to manage its affairs so well and with 
such agreement of purpose in every- 
thing? Supposing that each of the 
five individuals attempted to go where 
it listed without giving any heed to the 
others,. the animal could not reach a 
choice bit of food, espied from afar 
with the eye of one of its members, nor 
travel in any direction with a purpose 
in view. But as a matter of fact, 
proved by observation, when a starfish 
is spying for food it lifts the end of its 
five arms vo that the eye beneath each 
extremity may get a view of things in 
the neighborhood, and if any object 
worth going after is discovered all the 
many hundreds of sucker-like feet 
beneath the five arms are seen to push 
out together in the direction of the 
morsel desired. There is a unity of in- 
tention among the partners that im- 
plies unmistakably a conscious sharing 
of aim and design. The same thing is 
shown by the way many starfishes have 
of letting themselves drop from steep 
rocks and cliffs in order to save the 
trouble of laborious climbing down. In 
such cases, before they relinquish 
their hold and drop, they let go with 
three or four arms, holding fast until 
the last moment with the remaining, as 
if to calculate the leap. 

My observations on this subject 
have inclined me to think that matters 
of concerted action with starfish have 
not infrequently to be effected by first 
obta ing the assent of an individual 
run at is willing. It is known that 

2 creatures sometimes divide them- 
selves voluntarily into a three-armed 
and a two-armed portion, which may 
be regarded as the violent dissolution 
of business and domestic relations once 
happy, but grown inharmonious. A 
starfish will often cast off one of its 
arms and leave it behind, perhaps be- 
eause the member is not found agree- 
able to live with. If arubber band or 
string is fastened around an arm of one 
of these animals and it cannot push the 
annoyance off with its other arms the 
starfish will throw the troublesome 
arm away, not desiring to retain the 
companionship of such a cripple. Star- 
fish are like human beings in many 
ways. Then the animal which has 
thus deprived itself of a ray grows a 
new one in place of the old. 

“As for the arm that is dropped it 
promptly proceeds to grow four new 
arms, thus becoming a whole starfish 
itself.

One of the problems in the manage- 
ent of this department is how to or- 
gauize a force for securing information 
promptly. It is felt that teachers and 
echolars in rural districts could make 
themselves extremely usefal to the 
community by taking in this 
movement. Let the children be en- 
couraged to collect and submit to their 
teachers specimens of new and yom 4 
forms of insect life, and let the teach- 
ers devote an hour or two of school 
time, now and then, to explaining the 
life habits of insects which may 
threaten to cause trouble in any neigh- 
borbood. 

The entomologist of this station will 
mail to teachers detailed and com- 
prehensive descriptions of the various 
stages of development of any speci- 
mens received here, and in cases of 
need he will, if possible, visit the lo- 
calities, address schools and demon- 
strate by field work the course to be 
pu in combating any dangerous 


Directions for sending insect pests 
are as follows: Insects should be sent 
oy mail in close, strong boxes tiu or 
wood. A little cotton with the insect 
will prevent injury. In case larvae, 
caterpillars or grubs are sent, some of 
their food plants should be enclosed 
with them. Any information regard- 
ing insects sent will be gratefully re- 
ceived and may prove very valuable; 
state where found, damage done, an 
any other facts. :
